Win Two First Places 


El Don, SAC weekly news- 
paper, won two first place 
awards, announced journalism 
instructor Carl Venstrom today. 

California’s State Fair and Ex- 
position awarded El Don the cov- 
eted Gold Medal honor. It is the 
highest possible citation for a 
junior college with 1500 to 3000 
students. 


This is the second year in a 
row El Don has placed first in 
the competition. 

El Don copped first place for 
the 7th time from the Columbia 
Scholastic Press Association, Co- 
lumbia University, New York. 
The newspaper received 918 out 
of a possible 1000 points.

If so, is it the reflection 
of a degenerating society or 
the image of a new-found 
freedom that leaps at us 
from the mirror? 

Interviews were conducted 
with three faculty members of 
SAC’s English department in an 


attempt to find answers to these 
and other questions. 

A general round table discus- 
sion on April 30 culminated the 
series of interviews. 

Present at this general session 
were Mary Daugherty, Lloyd 
Carr and Frederick Lacey. The 
following is part one of a two- 
part story. 


If all literature is generally 
considered to be a reflection of 
the times in which it is written— 
just what is being reflected and 
what does it mean?

A PROBLEM 


Are you ashamed to say that 
you attend a junior college, or do 
you feel that a junior college is 
second rate because the top stu- 
dents usually go to widely known 
four-year schools?

flecting a new freedom. Now the 
novelist has realized his obligat- 
ion to be as honest as he can,” 
states Carr. 

He feels that an artist of in- 
tegrity includes in his work what- 
ever he is compelled to for the 
sake of truth. 

“The novelist has a duty to 
speak the truth. Often the areas 
he chooses to examine are those 
dealing with tender subjects,” 
continued Carr. 

Lacey then commented, “Our 
task is to respond to the fiction 
written today as it reflects parts 
of the myriad forms of reality. 

“Tt focuses and comments sig- 
nificantly on the crucial human 
dilemmas and problems of mo- 
dern man and the question of re- 
latednes, which for me is the 
basis of morality,” he added. 

When asked whether today’s 
literature is reflecting a degen- 
erating society, the question 
arose as to what is degeneration. 

It was concluded that there 
are two definitions of degener- 
acy; the first states that degener- 
acy is present whenever a four- 
letter word is seen. 


certain level? Aren’t the courses 
the same as the first two years at 
a four-year school? 


Misconception 


Teachers appear to think that 
it is their duty to PREPARE 
Dons for college rather than 
teach them as a college student. 
A junior college is not a “‘prep 


school,” but actually a college 


that only offers the first two 
years of study......but is that real- 
ly what a junior college must be? 


Three-Fold Purpose 


If a junior college is what you 
make it or what you want from 
it, then it must offer a three- 
fold purpose. First it can serve 
the transfer student who makes 
it his first two years of academic 
work, secondly a junior college 
can provide a student with ad- 
vanced work without attaining a 
degree, or thirdly it may give 
vocational training for~ trades 
not requiring a college degree. 


JC Dilemma 


With this definition, I have an- 
swered the dilemma of a junior 
college having its own level. If a 
junior college assumes a three- 
fold purpose, then it can never be 
merely a college offering the 
first two years of learning. 


Confliction 


This inherent problem only 
leads to confliction. For when an 
instructor has to teach a class 
with three types of students, then 
he can never really serve any one 
of them. This is a problem facing 
education today, it is one of defi- 
nition and explanation of pur- 
pose. A problem that faces every 
phase of life. 


I have found a problem — told 
why it exists — but cannot give 
an answer....can you?

Basic moral degeneracy — a

If we are to accept the second 
type as binding, current books 
are not degenerate, for they are 
merely reflecting a society that 
is in a state of degeneration, the 
three remarked.

Golfers Drop First EC 
Crown in Four Years 


Santa Ana toured the 
Chaffey golf course in 378 
strokes Monday. The 
Panthers needed 381 shots 
as a team to complete the 
18 holes, but still won the 
match 21-19 and ended the 
Dons hopes of a fourth 
straight Eastern Confer- 
ence golf championship. 

Chaffey’s Dennis Smith and 
Cary Allen sank clutch _ birdie 
putts on the 18th green to give 
the Panthers their first EC golf 
title. 

Santa Ana defeated Chaffey 
6-4 in medal play but lost 17-13 
in match scoring. Santa Ana de- 
feated Riverside 32-8 to finish 


the season with a 16-2 record, 
one-half step behind Chaffey’s 
winning 16-1-1 mark. 

In EC golf competition each 
team is composed of five players 
and each golfer receives two 
points for defeating his opponent 
in medal play. SAC won three of 
the five individual matches to re- 
ceive a 6-4 edge over Chaffey in 
medal competition. 

For match play, each golfer re- 
ceives two points for winning the 
front nine plus two points for 
the total score. 

Santa Ana must now finish 
either first or second in the EC 
Tournament at Chaffey Monday 
to qualify for the-state tourna- 
ment the following week at Pal- 
omar.

With Champion Indians 


Santa Ana closes out one 
of the worst baseball seasons 
in Don history today when 
coach Roger Wilson’s base- 
ballers travel to San Bernar- 
dino to face the Eastern Con- 
ference champion Indians. 


San Bernardino has al- 
ready clinched the EC 
crown with a 13-4 record, 

far out of reach of second place 
Fullerton’s 10-7 mark. Santa Ana 
is still occupying the cellar with 
a 6-12 record. 

The Dons lost a 12-8 slugfest 
to Riverside Tuesday as the Santa 
Ana hurlers gave up 10 walks 
and 14 hits. 

Citrus ace Gene Stone set the 
Dons down on three hits Wednes- 
day as the Owls “walked” to a 
17-1 rout over Santa Ana. Three 
Santa Ana pitchers gave up a 
total of 13 hits and issued 14 
free passes. 

Pitching, or lack of it, has been 
Santa Ana’s biggest problem this 


past season. Santa Ana pitchers 
have given up 138 runs in 17 
games while scoring 86 tallies. 
Champion San Bernardino has 
also scored 86 runs in 17 games 
but the Indian pitchers have 
limited the opposition to 59 runs. 


Ken Tucker, Mike Renfro and 
Dennis Morgan have been Santa 
Ana’s best hitters with Tucker 
near the .400 mark the entire 
season. Renfro and Morgan are 
both well over .300. Tucker has 
seven hits in his last 13 at bats.
